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SECOND ADVISORY ACTION 

The second response filed on 6/13/2005, under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

First of all, applicants have added new claims with scope different or not 
examined in the instant amendment which is not permissible after final rejection. 

Secondly, addition of new claims raises a 112 second paragraph and 112 first 
paragraph issues. For example, claims 19-21 and 33-37 are improper multiple 
dependent claims. Claims 26-27 raises 112 second issues and was not examined for 
the scope limitation citied therein. Claims 38-41 are dependent on claim 43, which is not 
in the list of claims. 

Thirdly, claims 38-41 are outside the scope of originally presented claims and 
would require new search and examination. 

Based on these, the After Final amendment is not entered and all rejections 
made in the previous office action are maintained. 

However, applicants should note that both the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection over US 6,878.717 and the copending application 10/275,931 would 
be obviated in view of applicants' filing of a Terminal Disclaimer and pointing out the 
difference between instant application and copending application
